UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP)  The  poor  and 
less  developed  nations  need  a  greater  voice  in  the 
management  of  the  world  economy,  but  not  at  the 
expense  of  industrialized  countries,  Secretary  of  State 
Henry  A.  Kissinger  said  Monday. 

“The  great  issues  of  development  can  no  longer 
realistically  be  perceived  in  terms  of  confrontation 
between  the  haves  and  have-nots,  nor  as  a  struggle 
over  the  distribution  of  static  wealth,”  Kissinger  said 
in  a  40-minute  address  to  the  United  Nations  General 
Assembly. 

He  sounded  a  theme  of  economic  cooperation  in  an 
address  to  a  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
but  warned  that  any  attempt  by  countries  with 
resources  to  strong-arm  the  industrialized  nations  will 
bring  disaster  for  everyone. 

Kissinger  outlined  six  problem  areas  facing  the 
world  and  said  they  can  be  solved  by  cooperation  and 
in  the  realization  of  global  interdependence. 


To  support  this,  Kissinger  pledged  the  United 
States  to  greater  contributions  in  aid,  science  and 
agricultural  technology,  as  well  as  promising  the  less 
developed  nations  a  greater  participation  in  trade  and 
monetary  planning. 

But  while  talking  of  the  “imperative”  on 
cooperation,  Kissinger  pointedly  told  the  less 
developed  nations  who  hold  raw  materials, 
particularly  oil,  that  the  industrialized  world  will  not 
accept  pressure. 

Any  hope  the  developing  nations  have  of 
transforming  their  economies  “can  only  take  place 
with  the  support  of  the  technologically  advanced 
countries,”  Kissinger  said. 

He  warned  that  if  those  nations  possessing  needed 
raw  materials  try  to  drive  up  prices  by  artificially 
restricting  supplies,  the  result  will  be  runaway 
inflation  that  will  seriously  damage  their  own 
economies  and  virtually  destroy  many  countries 
already  in  deep  trouble. 

There  was  a  strong  implication  in  the  address  that 
ideology  must  be  overlooked  in  the  interest  of  world 


economic  development  and  Kissinger  indicated  the 
world  has  no  fear  that  the  United  States  call  for 
cooperation  is  really  a  plan  for  dominance  by  a 
“condominium”  of  Washington  and  Moscow. 

Kissinger’s  six-point  program  included: 

-Action  to  insure  a  more  equitable  supply  of  oil 
and  other  energy  products  while  preventing  an 
inflationary  price  spiral. 

-Steps  to  end  the  cycle  of  raw  material  surplus  and 

shortage.  .  , 

-Creation  of  a  better  balance  between  food 
production  and  population  growth. 

-Efforts  to  keep  poorer  nations  from  being 
destroyed  by  dramatic  shifts  in  the  supplies  and 
prices  of  raw  materials  like  oil. 

-Greater  use  of  science  to  meet  the  problems  of 
unemployment  and  hunger  in  the  developing  nations 
and  improved  birth  control  technology. 

—A  new  commitment  by  rich  and  poorer  nations 
alike  to  develop  an  open  trading  system,  a  reformed 
monetary  system  “and  a  positive  climate  for  the  free 
flow  of  resources,  both  public  and  private.” 
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Some  of  the  advantages  of 
the  new  constitutional  revision 
being  voted  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  is  the  multiple  input, 
and  the  experience  apd 
involvement  it  would  give 
students,  according  to  Keith 
Haines,  author  of  the  petition. 

“in  this  proposal,  programs 
can’t  be  blocked  by 
personalities  because  there  will 
be  multiple  input,”  said 
Haines.  “More  importantly,  it 
would  provide  positive 
experience  for  graduates  of 
BYU  to  become  involved  in 
local  governments.”  Haines 
said  this  experience  would 
come  about  because  the 
student  government  would 
require  the  same  financial 
accountability  and  voting 
response  as  a  local  government 
would  require. 

‘‘BYU  should  be  the 
example,”  said  Haines. 
“Experience  is  necessary  not 
just  for  the  officers,  but  for 
people,”  he  added.  “Students 
have  to  provide  their  own 
opportunities.” 

“There  is  no  guarantee  for 
better  representation,”  said 
Haines,  but  he  felt  there  were 
more  guarantees  in  his 
proposal  than  the  present 
system  of  student  government 
offers. 


The  constitutional  revision 
proposed  by  Keith  Haines 
would  put  blocks  in  the  way 
of  an  efficient  type  of 
government,  according  to 
Robert  Hall,  student 
community  service  vice 
president. 

“The  proposal  presented  by 
Keith  Haines  would  in  no  way 
improve  student  government,” 
said  Hall.  “It  would  get  in  the 
way  of  students  who  want  to 
get  things  accomplished.” 

Hall  said  the  major  reason 
would  be  because  of  the  time 
lag  for  funding  proposals. 
“There’s  a  good  chance  you 
would  never  get  funds  before 
the  project  was  due,”  he  said. 

‘‘I’ve  visited  with  other 
students  with  an 
assembly-type  government  and 
there  is  an  increase  in  apathy,” 
said  Hall,  commenting  on  the 
representation  of  Hall’s 
proposal.  He  said  he  felt  there 
were  inequities  in  the  system 
proposed  by  Haines  and  that 
not  everyone  would  be 
adequately  represented. 

Hall  said  students  living 
outside  of  BYU  branches, 
foreign  students  and  graduate 


Sam  F.  Brewster,  director  of 
the  Physical  Plant  Department 
at  BYU  since  1957  and  an 
international  authority  in  his 
field,  will  retire  in  August,  it 
was  announced  today  by  Pres.

“Sam  Brewster’s  17  years  of 
service  to  BYU  must  rank 
among  the  most  distinguished 
and  most  significant  in  the 
history  of  the  university,” 
President  Oaks  states.  “Our 
campus,  which  is  widely 
renowned  for  its  beauty  and 
effectiveness,  bears  the  mark 
of  his  genius.” 

Brewster  has  directed  the 
planning,  construction,  and 
maintenance  of  the  spacious 
Provo  campus  during  a  period 
of  intensive  growth  in  which 
BYU  became  the  largest 
church-related  university  in 
the  nation,  with  a  student 
body  of  25,000  and  a  campus 
of  430  acres,  380  buildings, 
and  5.5  million  square  feet  of 
floor  space. 

He  also  has  been  involved 
with  the  planning  and 
construction  of  buildings  for 
other  educational  institutions 
of  the  Church,  such  as  Ricks 
College  and  Church  College  of 
Hawaii. 

He  is  a  former  president  of 


the  National  Association  of 
Physical  Plant  Administrators 
of  Universities  and  Colleges 
and  served  three  terms  as 
vice-president  for  professional 
standards. 

He  came  to  BYU  from 
Auburn  University  in 
Alabama,  where  he  was 
director  of  buildings  and 
grounds. 

A  native  of  Temple,  Texas, 
he  graduated  from  Texas  A  & 
M  University  and  studied  three 
months  in  England, 
performing  special  work  in 
landscape  architecture.  From 
1928  to  1933  he  was 
landscape  specialist  for  the 
Alabama  Extension  Service  in 
Auburn.  During  these  five 
years  he  also  attended  Harvard 
University  and  received  the 
M.L.A.  degree  in  landscape 
architecture  from 
Massachusetts  University  in 
1932. 

He  also  served  as  regional 
planner  in  charge  of  recreation 
and  conservation  for  the 
Tennessee  Valley  Authority 
(1933-37),  commissioner  of 
conservation  on  the  Tennessee 
governor’s  cabinet,  and  was  a 
lieutenant  colonel  in  the  Air 
Force  during  War  II. 

In  addition  to  his  school 


duties,  Brewster  has  been  an 
official  on  numerous 
conservation  planning  boards 
and  commissions 
beautification  organizations 
and  civic  clubs  in  Alabama, 
Tennessee,  and  Utah. 

He  has  been  listed  among 
“America’s  Young  Men”  and 
“Prominent  Tennesseans”  and 
has  written  numerous  articles 
on  home  and  school 
beautification  and  landscape 
architecture.  BYU  awarded 
him  an  honorary  doctor  of 
public  service  degree  in  1970. 

He  also  has  served  on  the 
board  of  directors  on  the 
National  Conference  on  State , 
Parks,  the  American  Planning 
and  Civic  Association,  and  the 
International  Association  of 
Game,  Fish,  and  Conservation 
Commissioners.  He  has 
conducted  many  physical 
plant  workshops  at  universities 
and  was  a  consultant  to  the 
Cuban  Tourist  Commission  in 
Havana. 

In  Provo  he  has  served  as  a 
trustee  of  the  Community 
Congregational  Church, 
Kiwanis  Club  board  member, 
member  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Utah  National

Dr.  Richard  A.  Heaps  has 
been  appointed  director  of  the 
newly  organized  Career 
Education  Program  in  the 
College  of  General  Studies  at 
BYU,  it  was  announced  today 
by  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks. 

The  new  program,  which 
will  provide  students  with 
educational  and  career 
planning  assistance,  was 
organized  by  combining 
faculties  from  the  University 
Studies  Department  and  the 
Personal  Development  Center. 

Dr.  Heaps  explained  that 
more  than  3,000  students  out 
of  a  total  25,000  students  at 
BYU  are  without  declared 
majors,  and  large  numbers  are 
not  certain  about  their  present 
choice.  Using  audio-visual 
equipment  and  printed 
material,  Career  Education 
serves  students  in  many  ways, 
he  said. 

“Our  primary  function  is  to 
serve  students  in  making  a  wise 
decision  in  choosing  a  major 
and  a  future  occupation,”  Dr. 
Heaps  said.  He  explained  that 
the  program  cooperates  with 
advisement  centers  established 
in  each  college  and  with  the 
Personal  Development  Center 
(for  counseling). 

The  Career  Education 
Program  helps  students 
examine  their  own  interests, 
values,  abilities,  and 
personalities  as  they  attempt 
to  choose  their  goals.  They 
also  are  made  aware  of  career 
opportunities.  This  is  done  in 
the  classroom  in  a  practical 
decision-making  course, 
workshops,  counseling,  testing, 
and  career  study. 

The  newly  renovated  center 
in  the  Brimhall  Building 
maintains  up-to-date 
informational  files,  tapes, 
filmstrips  and  video  cassettes 
on  thousands  of  jobs, 
including  their  nature,  salaries, 
working  conditions,  current 
demand  and  training  needed 
for  employment. 

Dr.  Heaps,  a  native  of 
California,  received  his  B.S. 
degree  cum  laude  in 
psychology  at  BYU,  then 
earned  the  M.A.  and  Ph.D. 
degrees  in  psychology  while  a 
National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  trainee 
at  University  of  Utah.

Fund-raising  for  the  new 
Alcohol  Recovery  Center 
(ARC)  in  Provo  is  underway. 
John  Russell,  assistant  director 
of  the'  present  center,  amid 
mailers  requesting  donations 
are  being  sent  to  people  and 
businesses  throughout  the 
state. 

He  said  the  ground-breaking 
ceremonies  have  been 
conducted,  and  building 
contracts  are  being  settled 
now.  The  center  is  scheduled 
to  be  completed  by  July  1, 
“but  it  really  hinges  on 
donations,”  he  said. 

“Five  dollars  a  day  is 
charged  each  ARC  resident, 
but  money  is  our  last  concern. 
We  treat  them  even  if  they  are 
unable  to  pay.”  He  said  the 
small  charge  does  not  begin  to 
cover  the  costs  of  running  the 
center. 

Some  aid  is  received  through 
the  State  Division  of  Alcohol 
and  Drugs,  the  Family  Services 
and  the  Welfare  Department, 
he  said.  An  earlier  estimate  set 
the  amount  needed  to  build 
the  new  center  at  $450,000. 


The  center,  operated  under 
the  Central  Utah  Alcoholism 
Council,  is  currently  located  at 
415  S.  University  Ave.  The 
ARC  has  been  in  operation 
since  1955. 

Russell  said  the  building  will 
be  used  by  the  county’s  drug 
rehabilitation  program  after 
the  building  is  competed.  The 
land  for  the  new  ARC  is 
located  north  of  the  Eldred 
Sunset  Manor. 

The  new  facility  will  have 
room  for  60  men  and  eight 
women.  Currently,  he  said, 
there  is  room  for  27  men  and 
no  facilities  for  women. 
Female  alcoholics  in  this  area 
are  treated  on  an  out-patient 
basis,  he  said. 

Russell  explained  the  ARC 
in  Provo  served  a  nine-county 
area,  as  far  south  as  Moab  and 
the  Four  Corners  area.  He  said 
out-of-state  residents  have  also 
been  treated  there. 

Many  of  the  residents  come 
to  the  ARC,  he  said,  on  a 
voluntary  basis.  Others  are 
sent  there  through  the  court 
system. 

The  new  center  will  include 
recreational  facilities,  several 
group  therapy  rooms,  medical

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Rains  continue  in  Mississippi 

Heavy  rains  continued  to  pound  areas  of  southern  Mississippi 
today  following  weekend  floods  that  left  seven  dead  and 
thousands  temporarily  homeless. 

The  National  Weather  Service  said  flooding  was  occurring 
along  rivers  and  streams  in  the  entire  Pearl  River  Basin,  from 
Edinburg  in  central  Mississippi  southward  toward  the  Gulf 
Coast. 

The  community  of  Petal,  east  of  Hattiesburg,  was  described 
by  a  local  newspaper  editor  as  “almost  an  island.” 

A  spokesman  said  several  major  rivers  in  the  Pearl  River  Basin, 
an  elongated  area  in  the  heart  of  the  state,  had  overrun  their 
banks  or  were  expected  to  do  so  for  the  next  several  days. 

Tax  contributions  mailed  to  Nixon 

KEY  BISCAYNE,  Fla.  —  Some  5,000  Americans  have  sent 
President  Nixon  more  than  $43,650  to  help  him  pay  a  bill  of 
almost  half  a  million  dollars  in  back  taxes,  the  White  House  said 
today. 

A  spokesman  said  Nixon  felt  he  could  not  accept  the 
contributions  and  would  return  those  whose  donors  were 
identified.  The  rest,  he  said,  would  be  given  to  the  Red  Cross  for 
tornado  disaster  relief. 

The  contributions  range  from  six  cents  from  a  school  child  to 
$5,000  from  a  businessman,  the  White  House  said. 

The  White  House  said  the  letters  were  unsolicited,  but 
presidential  supporters  and  other  groups  had  suggested 
campaigns  to  help  Nixon  pay  the  tax  bill. 

Price  controls  on  food  lifted 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  Cost  of  Living  Council  Monday 
lifted  wage  and  price  controls  from  food  retailers  and 
wholesalers,  including  supermarkets,  one  of  the  last  big 
industries  which  had  still  been  subject  to  the  administration’s 
dying  price  control  program. 

But  council  director  John  T.  Dunlop  said  that  while  there 
might  be  some  price  increases,  the  decontrol  of  the  food 
industry  should  not  result  in  “inordinate  rises  in  food  prices  in 
the  months  ahead.  .  .”  . 

The  decontrol  action  affects  virtually  all  foods  on  the 
supermarket  shelf. 

Combined  sales  of  the  food  distribution  industry  last  year 
were  estimated  at  $228  billion.

facilities  and  extended 
services,  he  said. 

Out-patient  care  is  as  near  to 
in-patient  therapy  as  possible, 
he  said.  He  explained  the  AA 
meetings  are  perhaps  the  most 
effective  means  of  therapy 
available. 

Residents  and  outpatients 
receive  group  therapy, 
individual  counseling  and 
family  counseling.  He  said  if 
an  alcoholic  stops  drinking  but 
returns  to  the  environment 
which  made  him  start 
drinking,  he  won’t  be  able  to 
keep  from  drinking. 

Currently  the  ARC  can’t 
handle  minors  because  of  a 
problem  with  parental 
consent.  But,  he  said,  they  are 
currently  working  with  the 
Timpanogos  Community 
Health  Center  to  establish  a 
program  to  treat  minors. 

The  only  place  young 
alcoholics  can  receive 
treatment  now  is  the  State 
Hospital  in  the  Teen  Ward,  he 
said.  “The  earlier  we  can  catch 
the  problem,  the  better  the 
chances  are  for  a  happy  and 
full  life.” 

Although  alcohol  is 
considered  a  drug,  the 
rehabilitation  of  alcoholics  and 
drug-users  together  has  not 
been  successful,  Russell 
explained.  “The  two  just  don’t 
seem  to  mix.” 

“We  expect  to  see  almost  50 
per  cent  of  the  men  we  treat  at 
ARC  back.”  Russell  said  they 
are  generally  more  successful 
treating  residents  the  second 
time  there,  because  the 
returned  drinker  realizes  more 
fully  he  really  has  a  drinking 
problem. 

Russell  commented  that  the 
community  has  been  very 
cooperative.  He  said  he  was 
surprised,  when  he  first  started 
working  at  ARC,  by  how 
willing  to  help  people  in  the 
area  were.

This  decrease  is 
attributed  to  the  lower  speed 
limits. 

If  the  25  per  cent  reductions 
in  the  first  two  months 
continue  throughout  the  year, 
the  number  of  fatalities  on  the 
nation’s  highways  could  be 
14,000  fewer  than  in  1973  and 
the  lowest  in  more  than  a 
decade,  a  council  spokesman 
said  Thursday. 

Vincent  Tofany,  council 
president,  said  5,680  persons 
were  killed  in  highway 
accidents  in  January  and 
February,  compared  with 
7,560  persons  the  first  two 
months  of  1973. 

The  Safety  Council  has  been 
reporting  lower  monthly 
fatality  rates  due  to  the  energy 
crisis  since  November.  But 
until  now  it  has  not  attempted 
to  determine  the  reason  for 
the  decrease. 


The  council  said 
comparison  of  the  amount 
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of  deaths  is  the  reduction  in 
speed. 

“Your  chances  of  dying  in  a 
crash  increase  dramatically 
over  50  miles  per  hour,”  said 
the  spokesman.  “You  have 
four  times  as  great  a  chance  of 
surviving  at  50  as  you  do  at 
70.” 

Statistics  from  about  50  of 
the  nation’s  turnpikes  based 
on  reports  from  the  turnpike 
authorities  show  a  13  percent 
drop  in  turnpike  travel  in 
January  1974  but  a  67  per 
cent  drop  in  the  number  of 
turnpike  deaths. 

Similar  statistics  for 
November  and  December  — 
like  January  months  before 
the  maximum  55  mph  speed 
limit  went  into  effect 
nationwide  —  indicate  much  of 
the  speed  slowdown  is 
voluntary,  Tofany  said. 

In  1973,  council  statistics 
show  55,600  persons  died  in 
highway  accidents.  A 
reduction  of  highway  deaths 
by  14,000  this  year  would 
place  the  figure  around 
43,000.  The  annual  toll  has 
not  been  that  low  since  1963, 
when  43,564  lives  were  lost  on 
the  nation’s  roads. 

A  spokesman  said,  however, 
that  with  the  easier  availability 
of  gasoline  supplies,  travel  by 
car  is  expected  to  increase  and 
thus,  the  25  per  cent  reduction 
figure  isn’t  expected  to 
continue.

$8,000  grant  given 
for  catalyst  study 


Corning  Glass  Works  of 
Corning,  N.Y.,  has  given  an 
$8,000  grant  to  Dr.  Calvin  H. 
Bartholomew,  Jr.  of  BYU  to 
study  new  catalysts  for 
producing  methane  from  gases 
derived  from  coal. 

Dr.  Bartholomew  will 
conduct  his  research  in  BYU’s 
Chemical  Science  Department 
laboratories. 

The  Stanford-educated 
chemical  engineer  said  coal 
gasification  produces  carbon 
monoxide  and  hydrogen. 
These  two  gases  are  then 
combined  by  means  of 
catalysis  to  form  methane  or 
synthetic  natural  gas. 

Gasification  of  coal  is 
expected  to  become  important 
in  the  U.S.  energy  picture  in 
the  1980s  and  methanation 
will  be  a  vital  part  of  the 
process,  he  said.

1961  to  1964,  challenged 
students  and  faculty  members 
to  seek  to  deepen  their 
“understanding  of  the  Gospel 
as  it  greatly  illuminates  our 
lives  and  decisions.” 

He  also  cautioned  against 
abusing  careers  in  behalf  of  the 
Church.  “Don’t  use  the 
Church  as  an  excuse  to  let 
down  on  your  jobs,”  he  said, 
claiming  that  there  is  time  for 
both. 

Dr.  Cannon  also  counseled 
students  not  to  “view 
education  as  a  short  voyage 
but  as  a  lifelong  journey.” 

“View  your  job  as  a  part  of 
your  personal  development. 
Constantly  look  for  better 
methods,”  he  said. 


Utah  State  Sen.  Karl  N. 
Snow,  who  directs  the 
Institute  of  Government 
Service,  the  headquarters  for 
the  MPA  program,  awarded 
two  honors  to  MPA  students. 

Marty  Kelsey  was  named  the 
Most  Outstanding  Graduate 
Student  of  the  program,  cited 
for  his  “overall  performance, 
commitment  and  career 
orientation.”

A  newly-initiated  Stewart  L. 
Grow  Award  was  given  to 
MPA  student  Bill  Thomson. 
The  award,  named  after  the 
BYU  professor  who  originated 
the  Institute  of  Government 
Service  and  teaches  in  the 
program,  is  a  $1,000 
scholarship  presented  by  the 
MPA  alumni  to  a  first-year 
student  in  the  program.

Speaking  on  the  future  of 
public  administration.  Dr. 
Timmons  was  optimistic, 
claiming  that  “the  future  is 
getting  better  and  will  not 
wallow  in  corruption  and  sink 
in  cesspits.” 

“If  we  retain  the  same  keen 
sensitivity  we  have  felt  in  the 
past,”  he  said,  then  the  world 
will  be  full  of  wonder,”  he 
said. 

He  asked  students  to 
repudiate  the  views  of 
Machiavelli  and  to  dispell  the 
“poisonous  philosophy”  that 
the  end  justifies  the  means. 

Timmons  also  cautioned 
against  forming  business  or 
public  policies  in  secret.  “1 
don’t  believe  anyone  should 
have  to  look  behind  closed 
doors  for  public  policies,”  he 
said. 

“If  any  person  ought  to 
interfere  with  the  actions  of 
government,  it  should  be  those 
whose  minds  are  full  of  correct 
principles,  both  religious  and 
political,”  he  said,  challenging 
students  to  be  active  in 
Church,  civic  and  political 
affairs.

By  the  second  week  of  school  all  students  interested  in  serving  as  branch,  graduate,  non-member,  and 
International  Student  representatives  would  file  with  the  ASBYU  Offices  and  an  election  would  be  held  on 
campus  separate  of  the  Church  (No  campaigning  would  be  allowed  in  Branch  Church  meetings).  This  would 
allow  representation  on  the  actual  identity  level. 

Branch  Geographic  Representatives  would  meet  and  select  Stake  Geographic  Representatives.  Married 
Branches  in  Single  Stakes  would  be  combined  to  guarantee  at  lease  two  inputs  for  the  needs  of  the  Married 
Students.  One  male  and  one  female  represntative  selected  by  the  Campus  Activity  Board  would  represent 
the  clubs  and  organizations  on  campus. 

The  Executive  Committee  would  be  responsible  for  the  implementation  and  execution  of  the  decisions 
of  the  Entire  Executive  Council. 

The  Executive  Council  would  meet  every  two  weeks.  On  the  alternate  weeks  stake  geographic  repre¬ 
sentatives  would  meet  with  branch  geographic  representatives  for  inputs.  Non-member  and  International 
Student  representatives  would  meet  with  their  constituents  in  discussion  forums  for  inputs.  The  President 
and  Executive  Vice  President  would  meet  with  commuting  students  and  those  who  felt  that  they  had  not 
been  effectively  represented  on  Wednesday  between  12  and  1  p.m.  and  5  and  7:30  p.m.  on  a  two-week 
basis.  This  system  would  provide  direct  and  continuous  accountability  for  student  officers.  Suggestions 
and  complaints  could  go  through  the  Chain  of  Communication  and  the  replies  back  to  the  students  within 
two  weeeks  and  a  month  at  the  most.  It  would  also  provide  an  opportunity  for  student  involvement:  A  posi¬ 
tive  experience  contributing  towards  a  politically  aware  and  concerned  future  graduate  citizen.

Mundane  experiences  were 
often  the  subject  of  Chinese 
poetry,  according  to  Asia 
Colloquia  lecturer  Dr.  Gary 
Williams,  associate  professor  of 
Chinese. 

In  his  lecture,  “Poetry  and 
Religious  Experience  in 
Traditional  China,”  Dr. 
Williams  explained  the  part 
Chinese  poetry  played  in  the 
lives  of  the  Chinese. 

He  noted  that  governmental 
leaders  were  often  chosen  on 
the  basis  of  their  creativity  in 
poetry. 

‘‘Most  Chinese  and 
especially  the  poets  are 
concerned  with  time,”  he 
noted.  “The  time  exists  as  the 
background  for  all  human 
events.” 

Topics  of  Chinese  poetry  are 
not  spectacular,  he  said.  Often 
trips  away  from  home  and 
chance  meeting  of  friends 
become  subject  matter  for 
poetry. 

Chinese  poetry  gives 
expression  to  forms  of 
behavior,  he  said. 

Religion  has  a  less 


structured,  more  fundamental 
function  in  China,  said  Dr. 
Williams.  The  function  of 
religion  was  to  provide  people 
with  advanced  powers  and 
help  a  person  determine  what 
is  divine.

Young  takes  third  place 
in  NCAA  gymnastics

BYU’s  Wayne  Young  took 
third  place  in  the  NCAA 
Gymnastics  Championships  at 
Penn  State  in  the  All-Around 
competition  and  fifth  place  in 
the  sidehorse  two  weeks  ago. 

Iowa  State  University  took 
top  team  honors  with  328.67, 
followed  by  Arizona  State 
University  with  324.90  and 
the  University  of  California  at 
Berkeley  with  324.30. 

Steve  Hug  of  Stanford  took 
first  in  All-Around,  Doug 
Fitzjarrell  from  ISU  was 
second  and  Young  placed 
third.  Hug  was  presented  the 
Nissen  Award,  which  is 
comparable  to  the  Heisman 


Trophy  in  football, 
unprecedented 
consecutive  year.

Young,  a  junior,  scored 
107.30  points  in  competition 
against  top  gymnasts  from 
across  the  country.  He  and 
Dave  Repp,  from  the 
University  of  New  Mexico, 
tied  for  first  place  in  the  WAC 
Championships  last  month  and 
with  the  University  of 
Arizona’s  Paul  Werst 
represented  the  WAC  in  the 
nationals. 


“I  think  I  was  a  little  bit 
stronger  in  the  compulsories  at 
the  nationals  than  in  WAC,” 
Young  commented.  “But  the 
scoring  in  the  nationals  was 
consistently  two  points  higher 
and  I  don’t  think  I  actually  did 
that  much  better.” 


Young  is  working  for  the 
United  States  Gymnastic 
Federation  (USGF)  regionals 
to  be  held  April  26 ;  the  top  six 
gymnasts  will  go  to  the 
championships  in  Berkeley  on 
May  10. 

A  team  will  be  chosen  to 
tour  for  the  United  States  this 
July  in  Europe.  Also,  the  top 
15  will  go  to  a  training  camp, 
from  which  six  will  be  selected 
for  the  World  Games  next 
September.

April  17-20  at  the  Provo  City

Player  wins  Masters

AUGUSTA,  Ga.  (AP) 
Gary  Player  was  striding  down 
the  17th  fairway  at  the 
Augusta  National  Golf  Club,  a 
white  cap  pulled  low  over  his 
eyes,  and  was  pondering  his 
second  shot  to  a  hard,  fast 
green  that  had  been  his 
nemesis  for  nearly  two 
decades. 

“I  haven’t  hit  this  green  six 
times  in  the  18  years  I’ve  been 
playing  here,”  he  said  to  his 
caddie,  Eddie  McCoy.  “But  it 
won  for  me  in  1961  and  it’s 
going  to  win  for  us  again.” 

The  little  South  African, 
dressed  in  black  from  neck  to 
shoes,  took  a  deliberate  stance 
and  let  fly  with  a  nine-iron. 

The  ball  described  a 
beautiful  arc  and  plopped  to 
within  six  inches  of  the  pin-  a 
virtual  tap-in  for  a  birdie  three. 

Dramatic  shot 

That  one  dramatic  shot 
broke  the  logjam  among  four 
leaders  Sunday  and  decided 
the  38th  Masters  Tournament, 
Player  winning  it  at  10  under 
par  -two  strokes  ahead  of 
Dave  Stockton  and  Tom 
Weiskopf. 

Player,  37,  from  far  off 
Johannesburg,  repeated  a 
victory  he  first  scored  in 
1961  a  record  13-year 
gap  -and  fixed  his  sights  on 
new  horizons. 

“This  gives  me  the  first  leg 
on  the  Grand  Slam,”  Player 
said,  referring  to  the  four 
major  championships-  U.  S. 
and  British  Opens,  the  PGA 
and  Masters  which  no  man 
has  ever  won  in  a  single  year. 

“At  least,  I  am  the  only  man 
with  a  chance  this  year  to  win 
it.” 

Last  goal 

It  is  the  last  major  goal  also 
of  Jack  Nicklaus,  holder  of  a 
record  14  major 
championships  who  made  a 
spectacular  come-from-behind 
stab  at  the  fifth  Masters’ 
crown  with  an  eagle  at  the 
par-five  13th,  only  to  falter 
with  bogeys  at  the  14th  and 
16th. 
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At  one  stage  in  the  exciting 
Easter  Sunday  showdown,  Big 
Jack,  Player  and  Weiskopf 
were  tied  for  the  lead  with 
Stockton  only  a  stroke  behind 
and  pressure  building  from 
such  sources  as  Bobby  Nichols, 
Frank  Beard,  Jim  Colbert,  Phil 
Rodgers  and  Dave  Hill. 

Player  finished  with  a  278, 
the  first  prize  of  $35,000  and 
the  traditional  green  Masters 
jacket,  which  was  a  couple  of 
sizes  too  big. 

Weiskopf  tied 

Weiskopf  and  Stockton  tied 
at  280.  Nicklaus  tied  for  third 
at  281  with  Irwin  and  Colbert. 
Nichols  and  Rodgers  were  at 

282  and  a  happy  Englishman, 
Maurice  Bembridge,  shot  a 
record-tying  64  to  finish  at 

283  with  Hubert  Green. 

Arnold  Palmer,  a  four-time 

winner  seeking  to  recapture 
some  of  his  old  glories,  shot 
his  best  round  in  the  Masters 
since  1962  with  1  67  but 
finished  at  284. 

Player  planned  to  fly  out 
immediately  with  his  wife, 
Vivienne,  and  five  of  their  six 
children,  for  the  Spanish 
Open,  starting  Wednesday. 

But  his  main  sights  will  be 
on  the  U.S.  Open  in  June  at 
Winged  Foot  in  Mamaroneck, 
N.Y. 

Player’s  record 

Player  already  has  two 
British  Opens  1959,  1968,  two 
American  PGAs  1962,  1972, 
and  two  Masters  1961,  1974 
and  one  U.S.  Open  1965. 
Nicklaus’  14  major  crowns 
include  at  least  three  of 
everything  except  the  British 
Open. 

“I  have  won  more  major 
championships  than  any  other 
foreign  player  who  ever  lived,” 
Player  said.  “I  think  I  have 
moved  ahead  of  James  Braid, 
who  won  six  British  Opens.” 

“I  have  traveled  more, 
practiced  more  and  made  more 
sacrifices  than  any  golfer  I 
know,”  the  little  South 
African  insisted.  “I  am 
gratified  that  this  has  been 
another  of  my  rewards.” 

Player  works  by  the  hours 


on  the  practice  tee,  refining  his 
skills.  The  game  has  not 
produced  a  more  deliberate 
workman. 

Long  hitter 

“They  always  have  said  that 
it  takes  a  long  hitter  to  win 
here  at  Augusta,”  he  said.  “I 
disagree.  I  think  placement  of 
the  iron  shots  is  more 
important.  You  don’t  have  to 
brutalize  this  course  to  win. 
You  can  win  by  good 
management.” 

Player  is  a  mighty  mite  by 
most  standards,  standing  only 
5  feet,  8  inches  and  weighing 
150  pounds.  He  has  powerful 
forearms  and  his  arms  are 
exceptionally  long,  falling 
almost  to  his  knees. 

At  15,  he  once  broke  his 
neck  jumping  into  a  compost 
pit  in  Johannesburg.  He  turned 
pro  at  17  and  was  an  almost 
immediate  sensation.  He  made 
his  American  debut  in  the  U.S. 
Open  at  Tulsa,  Okla.,  in  1958. 

Player’s  fetish 

He  always  has  had  a  fetish 
for  physical  conditioning  and 
health  foods.  Once  he  was  on  a 
banana  kick  and  had  bananas 
by  the  stalks  flown  to  every 
tournament.  Then  he  shifted 
to  raisins.  When  he  lost  his 
raisin  sponsorship,  he  said, 
“Raisins  rot  your  teeth.” 

Once  in  the  World  Cup 
matches  in  Madrid,  he  hurt 
himself  doing  hand  stands  in 
the  bath  tub.  Because  of  his 
country’s  apartheid  policies, 
he  was  attacked  by  racial 
demonstrators  in  the  PGA  IN 
1969  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  where 
he  finished  second  to  Ray 
Floyd. 

Player  has  constantly  sought 
to  better  relations  with  blacks 
in  this  country.  He  invited  Lee 
Elder  to  play  in  South  Africa. 
He  tipped  his  caddie  here  this 
week  $3,500  and  also  gave  the 
black  bag-toter  a  new  set  of 
golf  clubs  and  a  complete 
wardrobe. 

Deeply  religious 

Deeply  religious,  a  convert 
of  evangelist  Billy  Graham, 
Player  said  once  after  he  beat 


Nicklaus  twice  in  the  World 
Match  Play  Tournament  in 
London,  Graham  had  told 
him:  “Remember  you  can  do 
anything  through  Jesus  Christ, 
who  strengtheneth  me.” 

“I  wrote  that  on  my 
scorecard  before  I  went  for  the 
final  round  Sunday,”  Player 
said. 


Yank  gals  set 
for  swim  meet

DALLAS  (AP)  -  America’s 
women  swimmers,  their  spirits 
boosted  by  new  skin-tight 
swim  suits  and  record- 
shattering  times,  are  ready  to 
challenge  East  Germany’s 
supremacy  established  at  the 
World  Games  in  Belgrade  seven 
months  ago. 

With  fantastic  performances 
by  Shirley  Babashoff,  Lynn 
Colella,  Linda  Stimpson, 
Kathy  Heddy  and  young 
sensation  Jenni  Franks,  they 
turned  the  1974  National 
AAU  Indoor  Shortcourse 
Swimming  Championships  into 
a  historical  record-breaking 
show. 

In  all,  the  girls  broke  15 
American  records  in  the  four 
days  of  the  meet  at  the  Loos 
Natatorium.  Twenty-two 
national  records  fell. 

American  men  and  women 
will  meet  an  East  Germany 
team  in  Concord,  Calif.,  early 
this  fall. 

“We  were  all  a  little 
disenchanted  after  Belgrade.  I 
know  I  was,”  said  Miss 
Babashoff,  who  cracked  three 
records  here  in  earning  four 
gold  medals.  “But  we’ll  be 
back  up  there.  This  meet 
proves  it.” 

Miss  Colella,  who  set  a 
record  in  the  200  yard 
breaststroke,  said  “I  think  this 
means  the  East  Germans  aren’t 
as  far  above  everybody  as 
people  thought.  We  were  on 
top  and  thought  we  were  going 


to  stay  there.  They  (The  East 
Germans)  got  us  moving 
again.” 

The  East  German  women 
were  the  first  to  go  to  the 
sleek  swim  suits  which  get  rid 
of  the  traditional  small  “skirt” 
on  most  suits. 

Miss  Colella  said,  “We  kind 
of  had  a  letdown  after  the 
Olympics.  It’s  probably  made 
me  more  industrious.” 

The  East  German  women 
won  10  gold  medals  at 
Belgrade  and  American  women 
took  three  first  places.  Now, 
the  American  gals  think  that’s 
going  to  change.

Wye  changes 
artistic  format 

Students  will  find  that  this  year’s  Wye  magazine  has  more 
student  literature,  no  photographs,  and  more  art  work. 

“We  wanted  to  change  the  format  to  emphasize  the  literature 
rather  than  photographs,”  explained  Susan  Brimley,  managing 
editor  of  the  Wye.  “The  art  provides  a  background  and  plays  up 
the  literature  even  more,”  she  noted. 

The  artist  for  the  Wye  is  Ron  Stucki,  according  to  Miss 
Brimley.  He  had  the  stories  and  poetry  to  work  with  as  he  did 
the  drawings.  One  artist  was  used  to' establish  the  continuity  of 
the  magazine,  she  added. 

Stucki  always  pictures  things  from  an  unusual  angle,  Miss 
Brimley  pointed  out.  She  offered  an  example  of  a  picture  by 
Stucki  on  page  15  of  the  magazine.  “It’s  a  picture  of  a  boy  and 
girl  in  a  car,  but  as  you  look  at  it  you  realize  that  you  are  seeing 
their  reflection  in  the  window  knob  of  the  car,”  she  noted. 

The  format  of  the  student  literature  magazine  was  patterned 
after  the  Mormon  literature  magazine,  Dialogue,  she  said. 
Because  of  the  new  format,  there  was  a  lot  more  room  for 
literature. 

“We  could  have  used  more  student  contributions,”  she  noted. 
“We  are  going  to  start  keeping  a  year-round  file  of  the  students’ 
work  as  they  turn  it  in,”  she  explained.  Students  can  begin 
turning  in  their  contributions  for  the  next  magazine  now, 
according  to  Miss  Brimley.  The  next  Wye  will  be  printed  in 
either  December  or  April,  depending  on  the  number  of 
contributions  received,  she  said.  Students  should  turn  in  their 
works  to  the  English  office  in  242  JKBA,  she  explained. 

Because  the  Wye  is  a  semi-official  church  magazine  and 
represents  the  church  and  the  school,  it  must  pass  through  a 
faculty  committee  to  be  approved  before  publication,  she  said. 

The  magazine  is  now  on  sale  for  50  cents  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center  and  will  be  in  the  Bookstore  by  next  week,  according  to 
Miss  Brimley. 

Youth  Symphony 
to  spotlight  pianist 


Rachmaninoff’s  “greatest 
hits”  will  highlight  the  next 
concerts  of  the  Mormon 
Youth  Symphony  and  Chorus, 
according  to  musical  director 
and  conductor  Jay  E.  Welch. 

The  group  will  be  honoring 
the  Russian-born  pianist  and 
composer  in  a  Rachmaninoff 
Centennial  Festival  April  26 
and  2  7.  Performances  will 
begin  each  evening  at  8  p.m.  in 
the  Mormon  Tabernacle  on 
Temple  Square. 

The  two  concerts  are  free  to 
the  public,  Dr.  Welch 
explained,  but  tickets  will 
required  to  control  audience 
size. 

They  will  be  available  at  all 
ZCM1  stores,  at  the  University 
Mall  in  Provo,  downtown, 
Cottonwood  Mall  and  Valley 
Fair  Mall  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  at  the  visitors  center  on 
Temple  Square. 

‘‘During  his  life, 
Rachmaninoff  was  perhaps  the 
greatest  living  pianist,”  Dr. 
Welch  commented.  “He  was 


also  the  Toscanini  of  Russia  as 
a  conductor,  but  tried  to 
escape  both  professions  to 
pursue  the  quiet  life  of  a 
composer.”

-Vocalise,”  a  first-time 
presentation  of  this  work  by  a 
combined  chorus  and 
orchestra.

“War  and  Peace”  will  be 
aired  over  KBYU  Channel  11 
by  the  Public  Broadcasting 
Service  beginning  Thursday, 
April  1 9  at  9  p.m.

Equivalent  in  length  to  seven 
feature  films,  “War  and  Peace” 
centers  around  the  invasion  of 
Russia  by  Napoleon’s  army  in 
1812.
